Introduction  to  the  Ethnic  Origin  Variable 


The  ethnic  origin  question  asks  respondents  to  report  the  ethnic  or  cultural  origin(s)  of  their 
ancestors.   The  respondent  can  list  up  to  24  origins  in  the  four  write-in  spaces  provided 
(six  per  cell-id).    Multiple  responses  entered  on  one  line  or  across  four  lines  are  accepted 
for  this  question. 

The  1  996  ethnic  origin  question  and  the  instructions  provided  to  assist  the  respondents  in 
answering  this  question  are  shown  below.

Question  17  tells  us  about  the  ethnic  and  cultural  diversity  of  Canada's  population.    This 
question  provides  information  required  under  the  Multiculturalism  Act  and  the  Canadian 
Charter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms.    Information  from  this  question,  when  combined  with 
other  census  data,  also  tells  us  about  the  characteristics  of  the  ethnic  or  cultural  groups 
living  in  Canada.    This  information  is  used  extensively  by  ethnic  or  cultural  associations, 
government  agencies  and  researchers  for  a  wide  range  of  activities  such  as  health 
promotion,  communications  and  marketing. 

This  question  refers  to  the  ethnic  or  cultural  origins  of  a  person's  ancestors.    An  ancestor 
is  someone  from  whom  a  person  is  descended  and  is  usually  more  distant  than  a 
grandparent.    Other  than  Aboriginal  persons,  most  people  can  trace  their  origins  to  their 
ancestors  who  first  came  to  this  continent.    Ancestry  should  not  be  confused  with 
citizenship  or  nationality. 

For  all  persons,  report  the  specific  ethnic  or  cultural  group  or  groups  to  which  their 
ancestors  belonged,  not  the  language  they  spoke.    For  example,  report  "Haitian"  rather 
than  "French",  or  "Austrian"  rather  than  "German". 

For  persons  of  East  Indian  or  South  Asian  origins,  report  a  specific  group,  do  not  report 
Indian.    For  example,  report  "East  Indian  from  India",  "East  Indian  from  Guyana",  or 
indicate  the  specific  group,  such  as  "Punjabi"  or  "Tamil". 
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For  persons  with  Aboriginal  ancestors,  report  a  specific  group.    For  example,  report  "Cree", 
"Micmac",  "Ojibway",  "North  American  Indian",  "Metis".    Do  not  report  Indian. 

Since  there  are  four  write-in  spaces  to  be  coded  for  this  question,  each  write-in  will  be 
treated  as  a  separate  variable  to  be  coded  in  autocoding. 

There  are  approximately  420  unique  codes  for  the  ethnic  origin  question. 

There  are  eight  basic  types  of  write-in  responses  that  may  be  encountered  in  manually 
coding  the  ethnic  origin  variable: 

-  single  responses  represented  by  one  word  and  by  more  than  one  word; 

-  misspelled  responses; 

-  abbreviated  responses; 

-  write-in  responses  of  "Indian"  or  "Indien(ne)"; 

-  write-in  responses  of  "Native",  "Native  Canadian"  or  "Canadian  Native"; 

-  multiple  responses; 

-  write-in  responses  of  "Same  /  Meme",  "See  Person  1  /  Voir  Personne  1 "  or  "Same  as 
Person  1  /  Meme  que  Personne  1"; 

-  other  types  of  write-ins. 

Coding  of  Ethnic  Origin  responses  is  done  with  the  help  of  the  Ethnic  Origin  Code  Book. 
Instructions  to  resolve  the  eight  basic  types  of  write-in  responses  are  described  on 
pages  5  to  43.    However,  in  some  cases,  the  Automated  Coding  by  Text  Recognition 
system  (ACTR)  may  return  a  phrase.    In  this  case,  the  procedure  is  the  following:

For  misspelled  responses  (single  or  multiple  write-ins),  you  must  consult  the  unparsed 
reference  code  book  to  attempt  to  find  a  close  match  to  the  misspelled  response  and  to 
ensure  that  the  right  code  is  assigned.

*  Note:    Norwegian,  Portuguese,  Czechoslovakian  and  Yugoslav  are  among  the  most 
frequently  misspelled  ethnic  origins. 

You  should  be  cautious  in  interpreting  a  misspelled  ethnic  origin.   Certain  write-ins  will 
appear  as  misspellings  but  actually  refer  to  totally  different  origins  with  almost  identical 
spellings.    For  example,  the  write-in  Creek  could  be  interpreted  as  a  misspelling  for  Greek. 
In  fact,  Creek  is  an  Aboriginal  group  and  receives  a  separate  code  (code  310).   Another 
example  is  Slave  or  Slavey  (code  269)  which  refer  to  an  Aboriginal  group,  while  Slav  or 
Slavic  are  coded  to  Other  European  origins  (code  083).

For  single-word  responses  or  multiple-word  responses  that  seem  to  indicate  a  single 
response,  you  should  consult  the  List  of  Write-in  Responses  Which  Could  Be  Interpreted  as 
Misspellings  (Appendix  B)  which  lists  selected  responses  that  could  be  interpreted  as 
misspellings  but  are  actually  valid  ethnic  origins. 

For  responses  that  seem  to  indicate  more  than  one  response,  you  should  first  consult  the 
List  of  Special  Multiple  Codes  which  lists  the  most  common  of  multiple-word  groupings.    If 
it  is  determined  that  the  misspelling  closely  matches  one  of  these  phrases,  then  the 
appropriate  code  for  the  multiple-word  grouping  will  be  entered. 

If  there  is  any  doubt  about  the  code  to  assign  or  the  correct  spelling,  you  should  REFER 
THE  WRITE-IN  RESPONSE  TO  THE  NEXT  CODING  LEVEL.
